The door was open and I walked in. 
The woman was sitting by the bed cut­ 
ting out quilt pieces. 
I asked her if 
there was anybody there but her. 
She 
said no. 
I asked her to give me the 
ring she had on her finger. 
She said 
she did not w ant me to have it. I then 
started to take it aw ay from her and 
got it off her finger. I dropped to the 
floor. 
I then knocked her down with 
my fist. She started to get up. I saw 
a rope lying on a chair and tied her 
right hand to keep her from fighting 
me. 
I then put the rope around her 
neck and drew it as tight as I could. 
She kept trying to fight me and I cut 
her throat.” 
Divers realizes th at he has but a 
short time to live and desires to see his 
wife and Sheriff W indsor of Fulton. 
He fears death a t the hands of a mob lf 
taken back to Fulton and requests th a t 
he be hanged In the St. Louis jail. No 
more flnedish crime of the kind ever oc­ 
curred in Missouri. 
The victim was a 
fine-looking young woman, only 18 years 
of age. She was m arried last May to J. 
W. Cain, a prosperous young farm er 
living five miles from Fulton, Mo. 
News of the tragedy reached Fulton 
a t noon. Sheriff W indsor and his depu­ 
ties and a posse were soon on a trail 
th at led to the capture of Divers in the 
afternoon a t a farm house two miles 
from where the crime was committed. 
He was taken to Fulton immediately 
after his capture and was hurried out 
of there a t night to avoid a mob and 
taken to Mexico, Mo. 
From there he 
was transferred to other towns in suc­ 
cession and was finally brought to St. 
Louis from Hannibal.

The letters examined prove beyond 
doubt th at Pietzel and Holmes were 
p artners In crime, and lead to the con­ 
clusion th at Pietzel’s death was plan­ 
ned by Holmes, not only to remove a 
m an who stood between him and a 
fortune, but a m an who on account of 
his dissipated habits was rapidly be­ 
com ing a dangerous factor in his life. 
Inspector F itzpatrick has received a 
letter from the chief of police of To­ 
ronto, informing him th a t there is am ­ 
ple evidence in the hands of the crown 
prosecuter of O ntario’s metropolis to 
convict Holmes of the m urder of the 
Pietzel children. Toronto officers, as­ 
sisted by Detective Geyer of Indianap­ 
olis, have obtained all the facts they 
need to prove conclusively th a t Holmes 
m urdered the children 
This bit of 
news was a surprise to the inspector, 
who had been under the impression th a t 
there were missing links in the chain

Sensational Story o f a Cincinnati Man W ill 
Be in vestigated . 
Cincinnati,,* O.,

31.—Yesterday 
Chief of Police Deitsch heard a s ta rt­ 
ling story from 
Joe 
Reeder, a night 
w atchm an employed 
by 
S. S. Davis. 
This is the substance of his tale: 
“The occurrence of which I want to 
speak takes me to a house in Rantoul, 
III. It is a little city of about 2.000 in­ 
habitants, fourteen miles from Cham ­ 
paign, on the Chicago division of the 
Illinois 
Central 
railroad. 
I worked 
there in a hotel four or five times, a 
month or so at a time; the first time 
a ly u t five years 
ago, 
the last time 
something like two years ago. I was a 
porter about the establishment. 
“The actions of the family aroused 
my suspicions from the beginning. I 
observed they were very attentive to 
traveling men. This was particularly 
the case when the traveler hailed from 
some very 
distant 
city. 
It was a 
strange thing, but several times men 
who were induced to stay over night 
did not leave again. 
“In the cellar one day I found in a 
box under the stairw ay several skele­ 
tons, and once turned up a lot of bones 
in the yard. There were alw ays strange 
goings on at night, and one evening 
a fellow registered there who carried a 
lot 
of 
diamonds. 
The 
proprietor’s 
daughter took him into the parlor, and 
I saw them put a white powder into 
his glass. I knew it was arsenic, for 
they alw ays kept arsenic handy in the 
kitchen, where they could readily get 
at it. At 2 o’clock I heard them drag­ 
ging him down stairs. 
He groaned all 
night. I could not sleep myself, but I 
never saw him after that, although I 
was the first one up and never left the 
house all th at day. 
“Another time a m an was put into 
my room. 
There were two beds there 
and the stranger had taken mine. 
We 
talked a short time, and he told me th at 
he was a railroad engineer and th at he 
had two m onths’ salary in his pocket, 
nearly $300. 
Finally he went to sleep. 
I turned down the light. There was no 
key to the door, but I wanted it closed. 
So I took a chair and fastened it under 
the knob of the door. About m idnight 
one of the girls attem pted to get in, but 
could not open the door. 
Next day 
I left Rantoul. T hat was two years ago. 
“I wrote to the Chicago authorities, 
but they never made any investigation, 
claiming that it was out of their Juris­ 
diction, I believe. 
Then I dropped the 
m atter until a short time ago, when I 
told a private detective in this city 
about it. He said th at it w asn’t in his 
line, but he would make a m entnal note 
of the circumstance related, so that if 
ever there should be a big reward for 
some m an 
who had 
disappeared he 
might look into it.’’

N one B u t R eg iste re d P h a r m a c ists 
Can 
S ell D ra g s U nder Its P ro v isio n s, 
E. 
B. Heimstreet, as secretary o 
the State Board of Pharmacy w ill be 
called upon by the Milwaukee Phar­ 
maceutical association to help 
them 
enforce 
the new Wisconsin 
phar­ 
macy law and protect the association 
members from local grocers and dry 
goods merchants, wh >, it is claim sd, 
are selling drugs and patent medi­ 
cines at such low prices that the drug­ 
gists are unable to part with them. 
Legal action w ill shortly be brought 
against ssme of those who are Belli jg 
medicines and are not pharmacists, 
for the purpose of besting the law 
which provides that no person, not a 
registered pharmacist, 
shall 
sell, 
compound or dispense any drugs or 
medicine or poisons in any town of 
more than 500 population. 
This law, 
it will be seen also takes in Janesville 
aud local men may also appeal to it. 
The state board, it is thought, 
will 
probably send a representative to 
Milwaukee to work a test case and it 
was found that the law governed the 
cases all men who persisted in deal­ 
ing in 
drugs would be 
persecuted. 
The law provides for a fine of $50 for 
selling drugs to any person nota reg­ 
istered pharmacist.

Receiving th e unanim ous nom ina­ 
tion of th e republican m em bers of th e legislature, he was elected to th e U nited S ta te s senate 
to succeed T hom as W ith ered P alm er, and took his seat M arch 4, 1389. The leg islatu re of 
M ichigan has again decided to send him to th e senate, where he will sucwi*ed him self.
